About 8:80 o’clock a slender, poorly dressed 
man, apparently about 24 years old walked 
into the Desplaines Street Police Station and 
Sergt. Frank McDonald was at the desk. 
Another police officer and the police tele- 
graph operator were in the room. The {man 
walked deliberately up tothe desk and said 
ungrammatically, but simply to Sergt. Mc- 
Donald: 

„1am the man. I done it. I done the 
the shooting. Then he pulled from dis 
pocket the pistol with which he had shot 
Mayor Harrison and placed it upon 
the desk. Then he said again: I done it. I 
killed him. That is the pistol I done it with.

He promised to appoint 
me Corporation Counsel,and he failed to keep 
his promise, That is why I shot him.“ 

The man’s appearance and his manner in- 
dicated insanity or monomania. Moreover 
ne was very weak. In fact he was so weak 
thathe would have fallen had not the Ser- 
geant pulled up a chair and shoved him 
down in it. 

‘what is your name,“ asked Sergeant 
McDonald, who had been notified of 
the shootng of Mayor Harrison 
and knew this was the man who did it, al- 
though he nad not called the Mayor by name. | 
„Eugene Patrick Prendergast,’’ repited the 
man The sergeant asked no more ques- 
tions, but locked the man up. 

THE MURDERPR’S IDENTITY. 

A few minutes later Chief of Police Bren- 
nan arrived and took the man away from the 
Desplaines Street Station and secreted him, 
it is beileved, in a cell at the Central Police 
Station, On his way out Prendergast ald 
that he had a brother who workedin the 
Post-office. Prendergast’s name does not ap 
pear in the city directory, but it 
is believed by some of the police officers that 
he is a bartender, who worked in Morey’s 
saloon, one door fromthe corner of Clark 
and Halstead streets.

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THE ASSASSIN TALES. 


Prendergast Tells Why He Committed the 
Murder. 

Curcaco, III., Oct. 2%.—Prendergast was 
taken to the Central Police Station anda 
placed in charge of Inspector Shea. He was 
interviewed by the Post-DISPATCH corre- 
spondentat 10 o’clock. When first seen he 
shook like a man with the palsy, his face was 
white and drawn, great drops of perspira- 
tion chased each other down his face, and 
his tottering limbs seemed scarcely able to 
hold him upright. But recovering himself 
he said to the correspondent: 

**l was justified in killing the Mayor. He 
broke his word with me about track eleva- 
tion and betrayed my confidence. I have 
been thinking about shooting the Mayor for 
several days. Yesterday I went into a store 
at Milwaukee avenue and bought a 
revolver. I paid $ for It was

Prendergast has told two tales as to the 
reason why he killed the Mayor, one because 
the Mayor refused to elevate the railroad 
tracks in  /Phicago, and the other 
because he refused toappoint him Corpora- 
tion Counsel in accordance with a promise 
given during the campai«n. He is undoubt- 
edly insane or a monomaniac, Inspector 
Shea says he is the victim of a secret vice. 

He said that after leaving the Harrison 
house he had taken a streetcar and started 
toward Desplaines street station with the 
opject of giving himselfup. ‘*The car didn't 
go very fast, he said, ‘for I would have 
been here sooner.’’ 

As the station where he gave himself up 1s 
just four blocks over one mile from the Har- 
rison residence, he scarcely had time to do 
otherwise than as he said. 

Officers say that the prisoner, as soon as he 
had reached the office, sank exhausted into a 
chair, his head fell back, and his livid 
face and staring eyes presented a 
ghastly picture.

„We hurried into thé dGining-room as 


we were unabie to do anything more than 
help ralse Mr. Harrison om toa couch. We 
was badly hurt at 
and wheb the uttie gentle- 
man (Mr. Ohalmers) sad he thought 
he would get over , the Mayor said: No. my 
heart is hurt andlam a dead man. I can 
feel the blood flowing inside, and I can’t last 
long.’ We did what we could for him, but 
he sank rapidly and ma fe minutes was

Young Mr. Harrison told me that 
he was up-stairs, and that when he heard 
the shooting he started to run down-stairs. 
As he passed a burglar alarm he turned in 
a signal without Knowing what really was 
the matter. He had found his father a min- 
ute before I reached there. He said to me: 
» told father long ago that something like 
this would happen. He was too easy in 
letting people into see him, cranks and 
everybody. I and all the other members of 
the family often told bim to be careful, but 
he only laughed.’’ 

After we carried Mr. Harrison to the 
couch,“ continued Mr. Chalmers, he spoke 
once or twice, saying that it was useless to 
try and do anything to prolong his life, and 
the last words he said, as nearly asIcan re- 
member, were:‘Give me water ;send for Annie, 
give me water. His. articulation was not 
distinct at that time, but that is what I think 
he said. l really don’t know anything about 
the occurrence that took place. I was de- 
voting all my time to Mr. Harrison.“ 

‘‘That mam Prendergast is crazy, said 
Corporation Counsel Kraus, who was per- 
haps the closest friend Mr. Harrison had, ‘‘] 
know him well, aud have seen him geveral 


times. He called at my office twice 
and told me that he was going 
to be appointed my successor, 


and that I should resign. I laughed and told 
him I was ready to quit at any time, and if 
he would let me know when he received the 
appointment from Mayor Harrison, I would 
gladly let him have the place. The man was 
so palpaodly out of bis mind that’ 
I didn’t consider it worth while to talx seri- 
ously with him, Ispoke tothe Mayor about 
it at one time, and he said he had received 
threatening letters from the fellow and that 
he had paid no attention to them, as 
the men was insane, and there 
was no use in bothering with him, I never 
thought of the matter again until I received 
two postal cards from the fellow a few days 
ago. They were both written in red ink and 
gave me the information that he wos ready 
to have me resign and step into my position. 
Ialw. knew that Prendergast was insane, 
but I never thought that he would do such 
an awful thing as this. 

Mr. Kraus was well-nigh inconsolable over 
the Mayor’s death, When the news reached 
him that the Mayor was dead, he was in his 
carriage going to a ball. He at once or- 
dered his coachman to drive back home, 
where he removed his dress suit and hurried 
overto Mr. Harrison’s residence, arriving 
there a short time after the Mayor's death.

THE SON'S STATEMENT. 


Preston Harrison Tells the Story of the 
Assassination. 

OCu1caco, II., Oct. 28.— Preston Harrison, 
eldest son of the Mayor, who was in the 
house at the time of the shooting, said: 

When I came home I found my father in 
the house. He had been at the Fair ali day. 
IT asked him it he was tired. He said he was 
almost worn out, He then went down to 
dinner... We had dinner about 6 o’clock. 
After dinner he went to his study and lay 
down on a couch, asking that he be not dis- 
turbed only for something important. I 
went up stairs and sat down to 
read. It was 8 o'clock 
when I heard a crash in the hall. 1 did not 
at first think it was a pistol, but the noise 
startied me so that I went down to the door. 
As I reached it I heard the d repeated 
two or three times. I then realized that 
some one was shooting just inside or outside 
the house. I ran down stairs and senta 
messenger call for the police. I found my 
father lying on his back near the door of his 


study. He seemed to be bDieeding from 
the mouth, ‘Il am fatally shot,’ 
he said. Mr. Chalmers was with 


himand was supporting his head. There 
was blood on his shirt tront, and I saw that 
he was shot in the breast.

CROWDS THRONG THE STREETs. 


The Most Astounding Incident Since the 
Great Fire. 

OA, III., Oct. B. — The news of the 
Mayor’s assassination was not known in the 
city until a considerable time after its occur- 
rence, and at first it was received with in- 
credulity. The assembling of many police 
officers at the Desplaines Street Station at- 
tracted attention, and some people gathered 
in front of the place, though but few of 
them were able to ascertain the cause of the 
hurried and unusual concourse of officers. 

There has been talk bere to-night to the 
effect thatthe Chief of Police secreted the 
prisoner for fear of a great mob which was 
collecting in front of the Desplaines Street 
Station and threatening Prendergast with 
lynching. There was nothing of the kind, 
The Post-DisPaTCH correspoudent was at 
the Desplaines Street Station after the shoot- 
ing and there was no demonstration 


whatever of such a character. But 
when the news was dulletined at 
the newspaper offices about an 


hour after its occurrence and some time after 
the Posr-Disraron had obtained the facts it 
created the greatest sensation since the fam- 
ous fire, Vast crowds, including many 
women, assembled in the streets and dis- 
@ussed it. 

‘Carter Harrison was by far the best known 
man in Chicago. He has been especially con - 
spicuous this year through his being the 
World's Fair Mayor, and had a hold upon the 
voting public which no power in Chicago 
could shake, 

At the Harrison homestead all has been 
confusion. His married daughter, who lives 
in Ohicago, was sent for hastily, 
and his son, Carter Harrison, Jr., 
came also. Many friends of the family 
hastened to offer what consolation and as- 
sistance they could. While Mr. Harrison 
bad many political enemies, nobody hated 
him much, and many liked him very * 
tor he has been good-natured in his cam- 
paigns always. 

Even some of his strongest political en- 
emies were among those who called at his 
house to-night to offer their sympathy to the 
family of the dead Mayor. 

At the hotels and other public places per- 
sonal friends of the dead Mayor, city officials 
andthe curious crowded over and against 
each other in a wild endeavor to learn if the 
story of the shooting were true. An 
immense throng gathered on the side- 
walks and in the streets about the prison. 
Laboring men going to their homes swang 
off the street cars as they reached the crowd, 
and when the cause of the disturbance be- 
came known added their voice to the sub- 
dued threats of vengeance, for Mr. Harrison 
was popular with the masses. The 
streets were soon filled for Blocks, and the 
officers,as they looked out of the station win- 
dows upon the surging sea of angry 
faces, became alarmed for the 
safety of the Coroner.

HIS FAMILY. 

Carter Harrison was born near Lexington, 
Ky., Feb. 15,1825. His great great-grandfather 
was the father of Benjamin, who was father 
of President Wil'lam Henry Harrison. His 
grandfather was first cousin of Thomas 
Jefferson and he himself was cousin of John 
O. Breckinridge and ex-President Benjamin 
Harrison. By the death of his father he was 
lett when 8 years old to the care of his 
mother, who was the daughter of Col. 
Willlam Russell of the United States Army 
and a Northwestern pioneer. 

Dr. Lewis Marshall, brother of Chief Jus- 
tice and father of Tom Marshall, prepared 
him for Lale, where he graduated in 1845. He 
afterward graduated at Transylvania tn law 
and traveled two years abroad, 

HIS MOTHER. 

His father died when he was an infant.

THE NOBLER SIDE. 

One of the best suggestions that have 
come to the surface in connection with the 
proposed establishment of a public mu- 
seum in this city is that of forming an im- 
provement association for the purpose of 
accomplishing this and kindred objects in 
the way of beautifying St. Louis and pro- 
moting the best interests of the city. 

It has been aptly remarked that St. Louis 


has passed the age of frivolity. The gaudy 


] pageant and dazzling illumination have 


served their purpose. They may be used 
again on occasion to please the passing 
multitude and to show that St. Louis is 
never too old for exuberant festivity. But 
they are youthful joys and should be used 
only as a means of occasional relaxation 
from serious pursuits. The time has come 
for St. Louisans to expend their spare en- 
ergies and surplus wealth in securing 
higher and more enduring attractions and 
benefits which will enrich life for them- 
selves and their children, and will add to 
the solid reputation of the city as a desir- 
able place of residence. 

It has been suggested that the promo- 
tion of business interests and the promo- 
tion of art and science be combined in one 
association; but it would be wise to keep 
them separate. Business must be taken 
care of. Like a vital organ of the body, 
if it fails everythingcollapses withit. It 
requires the main part of timeand energy, 
and is so overwhelmingly important that 
if it is allowed to encroach upon other ob- 
jects not less important in their places it 
will absorb or elbow them aside. The 
beautifying of a city and the adding to 
the opportunities for culture and the 
gratification of intellectual tastes are ob- 
jects which in themselves call for exclusive 
attention. ‘The means of living having 
been gained by toil, they make the living 
iteelf worth the cost. 

The first step towards broadening the 
foundations of life was taken in the estab- 
lishment of a public library and the next 
logical step is the founding of this public 
museum. It willin no way supersede or 
interfere with the Crow Museum, whose 
purpose will be amply met and whose ca- 
pacity will be fully taxed in serving the 
needs of the Art School, to the work of 
which the public museum will be a valua- 
ble accessory. 

The plans of the institution should be 
laid on broad lines with Ilefty aims and 
large scope. It will command increasing 
support and suggest kindred projects. 
Then the spirit which prompts its building 
will find ample field for beneficial activity 
in beautifying the city and securing all 
possible means of making life better and 
happier and developing its nobler side.

A NATURAL PASSION. 

Passions which are inherent in human 
nature can not be extinguished by law, but 
they can be rendered harmless by care- 
ful regulation. 

It can not be said that any thing rooted 
in the nature of man is essentially im- 
moral. Gambling, or the passion for 
taking chances, is not a vice so long as it 
is kept within healthy limits by a rational 
comprehension of its uses. The proverb, 
„nothing ventured, nothing gained, is 
a generalization from experience, and 
is a wholesome counsel against a species of 
caution which is but a form of cowardice 
or mean spirit. All the great achievements 
of humanity have been accomplished by 
taking chances, Columbus discovered 
America by risking his life for an idea, 
and Jefferson and Franklin bet their heads 
in the great game they were playing for 
human liberty. In such cases the very 
factef uncertainty, the presence of an ele- 
ment of chance, lends gest to the game of 
life-and brings out some of the noblest 
characteristics of mankind, Such a pas- 
sion, so employed, can not be held im- 
moral, but on the contrary, must be 
counted one of the mainsprings of im- 
provement, an agentin thé progress of 
humanity. ’ : 

But there is a great difference between a 
passion in good health and one diseased 
by overfeeding. Many if not mostof our 
vices are distorted or morbidly developed 
virtues. To gamble one’s life away for 
the good of one’s fellow-men is a heroic 
sacrifice. The motive in sacrifices of this 
kind is a compound of the passion for tak- 
ing risks and of the passion for serving 
mankind. Sometimes one predominates, 
sometimes the other. But always the 
world unites in praise and puts the pa- 
triot’s name in the catalogue of heroes. 
His act is a noble one, bis game an exer- 
cise of the best of human faculties. But 
it is quite another thing to play for the.

ELEVATORS. 

A remarkably clear-headed Chicago 
clergyman has expressed hinſdelf with 
strong emphasis against the slumming 
policy of so many charity organizations, 
and by implication against charity itself 
as alever with which to elevate the fallen. 

He remarks that women go astray be- 
cause they cannot do otherwise if they are 
to keep body and soul together. Em- 
ployers, he says, will pay young women 
58 and $3.50 a week and then give 51, 000 to 
the Society for the Elevation of the Fallen. 

This is liberal and noble. It indicates a 
profound interest in the condition of 
humanity, a sincere pity for those who are 
80 unlucky as to lose their footing in the 
great game of grab. But, as this clergy- 
man suggests, if the 51, 000 and other simi- 
lar donations were distributed beforehand 
as wages, the 8. E. F. might have 
less reason for existence. In other words, 
if society would stop pushing its weaker 
members into the mire it would not have 
to pull them out. A tardy liberality is 
often no better or more effective than no 
liberality at all. 

But the weakness of this sort of philan- 
thropy is that it diverts attention to the 
wrong end of the problem. The ladies 
who last week studied low life at first hand 
in Chicago were eager to help their unfor- 
tunate sisters, but so far as known it did 
not occur to the good souls to ask how 
they came to be unfortunate and why they 
needed help. 

These are pertinent questions; they go 
to the root of the trouble and they deserve 
more study than has been given them. 
There is a growing disposition to ignore 
them because they do not immediately 
gratify the desire to elevate somebody. 
This is the conspicuous, often avowed rea- 
son, but back of that lies another, perhaps 
the strongest motive, the desire of benevo- 
lent people to travel the royal road to good- 
ness. It takes time and hard work for one 
to ascertain the causes of vice. It is much 
easier to exhort the vicious to behave 
themselves, to climb up out ef their degra- 
dation and be righteous as the exhorter is 
righteous—all on §3.50aweek. It is easier 
to learn by rote suitable texts to address 
to the wicked than it istoascertain by 
hard study how they came tobe wicked. 
The one is a pleasure, the other a laborious 
duty. 

No; the better way is to begin at the be- 
ginning and learn how to prevent what 
cannot becured. It is not easy to do this, 
but it may be done, and the returns, 
though not immediate, are much surer and 
larger. A half hour devoted to the study 
of this practical problem is worth a month 
of slumming. Ifthe ways and means of 
securing a proper distribution of wealth 
were understood it would not beso neces- 
sary to talk aboutthe best methods of 
charity work. Let the majority of the 
people come toa right understanding of 
the chief causes of vice and poverty and 
they will lose no timein so reforming 
iniquitous legislation and antiquated in- 
stitutions which oppress mankind, that 
the professional elevator of the fallen will 
thereafter find very few to elevate.

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MR. GOULD ON GENEROSITY. 


Mr. Gould isstill complaining of the un- 
generous policy of Western States towards 
the railroads. In a Kansas City interview 
he says: 

The Missouri Pacific is all right, There 
need be no fear of any receivership, and I 
have been called upon to say so quite often 
on this trip. The West isa great place, with 
beautiful prospects, but the legislation of 
the Western States has been injurious to rail- 
ways, We shall not see more railway invest - 
ments inthe West until the lawmakers look 
upon corporations with a greater degree of 
consideration and justice. There’s no use 
talking, the investors, the moneyed men, are 
not going to take the chances of Western 
railway Investments under the present con- 
ditions. 

If Mr. Gould would make an unbiased 
study of the corporation laws of the West- 
ern States he would not ‘‘give himself 
away’’ by utterances like these. The fact 
is that corporations, especially railway 
companies, have been dealt with much too 
generously. 

In Missouri the people have not only 
granted charters to all petitioners on the 
most generous terms, but they have voted 
State, county and township aid. So great 
have been these contributions that it is 
entirely within the mark to say that as a 
whole the railroads of Missouri have been 
built up by the people and presented to 
those Who own them. Not only that, but 
the owners, not content with a fair return 
upon actual investments, have capitalized 
their properties for more than they cost, 
the road of which Mr. Gould is President 
being capitalized at two or three times the 
actual cost value of the plant. This over 
capitalization isa debt imposed upon the 


people, a debt contracted by the corpora- 


tion to be paid by the community, for. 


whenever rates are maintained at a love, 


The people of these States | 
debtors tor the benefit of railway proprie- 
tors and security-h andit is high 
time to reverse the one-sided policy. 
When an individual undertakes a pri- 
vate enterprise like the dry goods or gro- 
cery business he assumes all the risks and, 
in these days, counts himself lucky If he 
gets 6 per cent on his investment. He 
does not ask for any privileges. He is not 
protected against competition by the State. 
He is not permitted to take possession of 


| territory and treat it as his province which 


his rival shall not invade. He stands uP 
like a man and takes his chances. 

Why should an investor in railway or 
other corporation securities expect better 
terms? Ifitis argued that he must be 
compensated for risk the answer is that 
there is no risk. In the early days of rail - 
way building there was great risk and it 
was right for the State to hold out induce- 
ments to cover it, but now that the coun- 
try is filled up, and the distribution of 
population, present and future, pretty well 
ascertained, it may be said with perfect 
truth that the risk is nominal. Besides, a 
compensation is too high which amounts 
to a guarantee against loss, plus a good 
dividend on a capitalization in some 
Cases many times the actual investment, 

Mr. Gould’s complaint sounds like the 
whine of a spoilt child. He may bean able 
and clear-headed man but he has learned 
railway ethics in a school which does not 
qualify him to lecture the Western people.

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THE substitution of the Voorhees bil 
for the Wilson bill will necessitate a con- 
ference and another vote in the House.

0 BOUGHT A NEWSPAPER. 

That election was a lesson to Harrison and 
he bought a newspaper, the Times. When 
the next mayoralty battle came around two 
years later he obt 
was supported by the Times. The Tribune, 
Herald, Inter-Ocean, Post, News, Record and 
Journal fought him bitterly, yet he defeated 
the combination by over 20,000 votes. He did 
it by his knowledge of Chicago politics and 
his long political experience, coupled with 
his pertinacity, his tact, his power of hand- 
ling men, his personal magnetism, his polit- 
ical alliance, his attitude toward gambling, 
his newspaper and his money. The only 
weapons the other side had with which to 
fight him were newspapers and money, for 
the opposing candidate, Mr. Allerton, had 
little to recommend him except his money 
and his business experience. 

CLOSE WITH MONEY. 

Mr. Harrison was reported to be very close 
in money matters. His name was seldom 
seen onthe subscription list of charitable 
organizations. 

Charles Kern, a prominent Democratic 
politician of Chicago, tells this story: Kern 
and Harrison used to lunch together. They 
took turnsin paying for the lunch. When 
Kern’s day to pay came Harrison always 
ordered a dig lunch, Soup, fish, 
chicken salad and champagne were none 
too good for him and the lunch for the two 
men would cost $ or $7. When Harrison’s 
day came to pay he always saidthat he 
didn’t feel hungry and would order for the 
two four sandwiches and two glasses of beer. 
Kern pondered over these things. Finally 
he proposed that each man pay for his own 
lunch. The Mayor looked at him suspicious- 
lyt but Kern looked innocent, so after t hat. 
they always had a Dutch treat. and the 
Mayor’s regular diet was sandwiches and 
beer. 


HIS PRIDE. 

Harrison was very proudof his relation- 
ship to ex-President Harrison. His grand- 
father and the ex-President’s grandfather 
were brothers. On April 4 last after his 
election as Mayor was assured in the face of 
the fiercest opposition, Mr. Harrison sent 
the following telegraphic dispatch broadcast 
through the land: 

Ten to twenty thousand people are now crowding 
the streets in front of the Times Bullding, sheut- 
ing in mad triumph over the glorious victory the 
Demoeracy has won to-day, Pursued by an almost 
united press, in fact, by all save the Times ana 
the Mail (an evening paper), for weeks, with 
every calumny that could be heaped on a man, my 
recerd falsified, falsehood invented daily, I, to- 
gether with my ticket, am elected. Part of 
the enthu-iasm oa the ereet. is simply 
for Democracy, but it is largely intensified 
by the recollections of the virulence of the attacks 
on me. While this isa sqhree of great personal 
pride to me, yet lam prouder of it as an evifence of 
the virility of (hieago Democracy. The triumph of 
last November won by Cleveland and Altgeld is to- 
day continued, and it may safely be said that the 
State is now in permanent aligament with the 
Democratic party. 

It will be my endeavor as Mayor to conduct the af 
fairs of this city on strict »usiness principles. Tre 
papers have charged thatI didandthatI will have 
have a gang behind me. Gangs may have been be- 
hind, but were never in the lead, and no gang, 
either political or from interested motives. can take 
the leap @ iring the next two years, for my principle 
is **that he serves his party best who serves his 
people most. 

It willbe my endeavor as Mayor of Chicago to put 
it in suchacondition thatour hosts of visitors who 
shall come here during the coming summer will find 
itin a clean and healthy condition, will enjoy their 
sojourn with us, and will go away benefited by the 
mighty educational exposition to be held at Jackson 
Park. We people of Chicago feel that while the 
Exposition will be a vast object lesson for the 
world, yet Chicago will be a more instructive one as 
showing what energetic and free people can do. 
Chicago had nothing from Nature to make it the site 
ofasplendidcity. Tne question of Voltaire when 
he first saw Berlin could with equal justice be 
uttered when one first sees Chicago: Belle ville 
que fais talla. 

The object lesson that Chicago will present to the 
world will be what the energy of free people and an 
industrious people ean do. To my fellow-citizenss 
of the East who have perhaps had doubts asto the 
eapacity of Chicago to entertain millions of visitors, 
I will say we will do our best to entertain 
them with Western hospitality. It may be 
somewhat rough, but it will be hearty. It may not 
be such as Ward McAllister and Wm. Waldorf Astor 
might desire, but it will have a wholeesouldness in 
it that will gofarto make amends for everything 
lacking in the culture of the 400,

Since then he has won admiration by his 
administration of affairs in Chicago, with an 
ever changing crowd of strangers in the city 
every day. 


HIS MARRIAGES, 

He was married in 1855 to Sophy Preston. 
She died in Europe in 1876, In 1882 he mar- 
ried Marguerite E. Stearns, who died in 1887. 
In August lastrumors of his approaching 
marriage surprised the Chicago people, for 
he was twice a widower and it was generally 
believed that the tender passion was now 
dead in his heart. It was learned that the 
woman of his choice was Miss Anale Howard 
of New Orleans, daughter of the late Charles 
T. Dowarda, whoin his time was one of the 
lottery kings of New Orleans. 

Howard died about eight years ago, leay- 
ing a fortune estimated at $20,000,000, of 
which \\iss Howard’s portion was said to be 
$3,000,000. Miss Howard is 29 years old. 

The wooing wasashortone. Mr. Harrison 
metthe lady for the firstetime last spring 
when she was visiting Mrs, Carter Har- 
rison, Jr., who had been her schoo)l-mate. 
The Mayor quickly fell in love with 
her and lost no time in letting her know it. 
Miss Howard decided to remain in Chicago 
forthe summer, and took a house at 8635 
Elits avenue. This was fully six miles from 
the residence of the Mayor, but his vigorous 
form and handsome face goon became 
familiar to the people of her neighborhood, 

AN EAGER LOVER. 

No lover could have. been more attentive 
or more eager. Only yesterday a dispateh 
appeared in the pajers ‘stating that the 
Mayor and Miss Howard bad fixed Nov. 7 for 
their wedding day, aad that the ceremony 
would be performed in an unostentatious 
manner at the residence of the bride in New 
Orleans. The Mayor had chartered a special 
train to take him andthe few friends that 
he bad invited. 
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ned the nomination and 
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round face. Morning, noon and night he used 
to wear a Diack slouch hat of the far West 
and Southwest type, He was a very well- 
read man and had a large amount of m- 
formation at his finger tips. Several years 
ago he made a trip around the world. 

WHY HE WROTE, 

He could not bearto remain ont of sight or 

notice for even the pleasure of this 
journey so he contracted to keep his name 
before the American people by engaging to 
write a series of letters for one of Chicago s 
evening papers His letters were interesting, 
graphically written and from the standpoint 
ofa fresh observer furnished many descrip- 
tions of more than ordinary interest. These 
letters were afterwards gathered, together 
in a book. His experience during this jour - 
ney stood him in good stead when he was 
called on as Mayor of Chicago to receive the 
distinguished visitors from abroad to the 
Fair. Although a very rich man, and fond 
of the elegancies of life, he was accustomed 
on all occasions to refer to himself as a 
man of the people. 

He was easily accessible and his manner 
was bluffand hearty, making no discrimina- 
tion of persons. 

EULALIA’S INFLUENCE. 

On the occasion of the visit of the Infanta 
Eulalia, when as Mayor of the city he was 
her official escort, he purchased and wore a 
silk hat, the first one, as he took careto an- 
nounce, that he had worn in twenty years. 

In his official quarters, at the City Hall, he 
maintained his character as a man of the 
people; he forsook the private office in 
which his predecessors were wont to secl ude 
themselves, and was usually found seated at 
a desk planted near the middle of the large 
reception-room, where the political boys 
and other visitors could easily get at him. 
During the warm weather of summer he sat 
at his desk in his shirt sleeves chatting in- 
discriminately with any visitors that chanced 
in the room. : 

PEAK ur.“ 

To the office-seekers and others who would 
try to button-hole'him for a confiJential talk 
it was his wontto say in a somewhat loud 
voice that he had no secrets and that any- 
body who had anything to say to him should 
‘*speak up.“ It was the custom of his 
enemies-to refer to these habits as illustra 
tions of his dGemagogy, but whether 
they were demagogic or not they were 
not assumed by Mr. Harrison as a conscious 
affectation. His sympathies were with com- 
mon people, and it was on them that he al- 
ways relied for such political success as he 
achieved. If he had a conviction in politics, 
it was that it is votes that elect, and 
that,as he was accustomed to sayin his 
speeches last year, one vote is 
as good as another.“ As has been said, he 
was a rm deltever in the spoils system of 
using the once as a reward of service ren- 
dered, and there is a grim significance in the 
fact that he seems to have been the victim of 
ar office-seeker who thought his claims“ 
were not recognized.

All Trace of His Supposed Wife and 
ughtet Lost in the Oase. 
THE ACTOR DENIEs THAT ‘HE Has 


The Bride’s Mother Ovjects to the Disqus- 
son of Her fon-in-Law’s Moral Char- 
acter or Former Domestic Relations as 
Lomg as She ‘s Satisfied and Her 
Tatighter Pleased. 


Last night Loulsville, Ky., New York, In- 
dianapolis, Chicago and San Francisco con- 
tributed over the wires their parts of Actor 
Charles Coghlan’s story, but without clear- 
ing up the mystery. The actor who is 52 
years of age, certainly married Kuhne 
Beveridge, aged 19, but already notoriously 
famous on several accounts, at Indianapolis 
on the 25th, and gave the lie to his whole 
past life putting a terrible stain on the 
name of the young girl who has always 
been recognized as his daughter, the woman 
heretofore supposed to be his wife, and so 
received in-homes which will regret their 
hospitality. 

The supposed wife and the supposed 
daughter of Bulwer Lytton’s literary execu- 
tor have disappeared from the scene, and 
the hotorlety-loving Kuhne Beveridge is mis- 
tress of the situation re-enforced in her posi- 
tion by the approbation of her aunt, the 
Baroness von Wrede, whose career has not 
been altogether uneventfal. 

Charles Coghlan, whoalone can reconcile 
the various stories given below, was seen by 
a correspondent at Louisville last night but 
declined to make a statement. 


THE NIGHT MARRIAGE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct, 28.—It was at Mr. 
Coghlan’s-request that the secret of his mar- 
riage to Kuhne Beverlige was kept close so 
long. Marriage Clerk Daniels had already 
returned when an attorney called on him as 
the actor’s emissary and asked him to go to 
his office to issue the license.

The date given was (1) 
Charles Francis Coghlan. age 52, born in 
Paris, France, residence Canada, son of Anna 
Maria Kullly, never previously married; (2) 
Kunne Beveridge, aged 19, born Springfield, 
Ill, The marriage clerk and Justice of the 
Peace werein entire ignorance of the pre- 
vious history of the pair and thought the 
case remarkable only on account of the ap- 
parent great difference of age. 


MRS. COGHLAN OF NEW YORK. 

New York, Oct, 28. -Unbounded astonish- 
ment was expressed in theatrical circles at 
the announcement yesterday of the marriage 
of Charles Coghian t& Miss Kuehne Bev- 
eridge, a young actress who forthe last few 
weeks has been a member of the Cogiilans’ 
company. Even the most intimateof Mr. 
Coghlan’s friends were under the impression 
that he had been married for many years to 
a handsome young English woman, who dur- 
ing all his visits to this country was intro- 
duced by him as his wife. Ihe fact that Mr.

Coghlan 
the proprietor of the San Remo inqutred with 
some care into the references submitted, 
Among them was the widow of the late Prof, 
Draper, who stated in a letter that sue had 
known Mr. and Mrs. Covhian for several 
years, rs. Coghlan received frequent visits 
from Mr. Coghian’s mother. Persons at the 
San Remo often noticed theaffection that 
existed between iss Gertrude and her re- 
puted step-mother, and observed the strik- 
ing resemblance that the young lady bore to 
Charles Coghian and hie sister Rose.

It seems very 
likely that if passed in the House of Com- 
mons the House of Lords will also throw out 
this bill. In that event it may be regarded 
as Certain that Mr. Gladstone will at once 
dissolve Parliament and go to the country.

HE 1 A ST. LOUIS BOY, DRIVEN DES- 
PERATE BY MUCH PRIVATION.

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He Went Last to Study Art, but Tried to 
Keep Body and Soul Togethsr With a 
Pistol—The Ticket Seller's Presence of | 
Mind Saved Him From Robbery and 


Perhaps Death— Thomas Imprisoned. 
New Tonk, Oct. %.—Robert Thomas, a 
youth of 18 years, who hailed at one time 
from St. Louis, where he worked as a elec: 
trotyper, tried to introduce wild Western 
ways ata station of the Third avenue ele- 
vated road last night, and asa result was a 
prisoner in a police court this morning, It 
was 11:30 0’clock when the tieket seller at 
the Nintb Street Station ofthe Third avenue 
elevated woke up to find a revolver in the 
hands of Thomas pointed at him. Thomas 
did not waste any time on preliminaries. He 
told the agent, who is J. M. Kehoe of 26 
East 128th street, that he wanted what money 
he had and he wanted it ip a hurry. There 
was about 578 in the drawer. Kehoe recov- 
ered his self-possession in a moment. 
He could not afford to lose that 878. He 
shouted to the ticket chopper,Chas. Rosener, 
to come to his assistance. This seemed to 
upsét the would be robber. Rosener rushed 
in and Thomas turned the revolver on him. 
Kehow took advantage ofthe situation and 
jumped from behind bis desk and out of the 
door. He called Policomern McAvoy and 
Hock, and they came on the double quick 
and disarmed Thomas. He was held in 81, 
800 bail in the Essex Market Police Court 
this morning. 

Atthe police stationthe youth still ap- 
peared tobe dazed. He said in answer to 
the questions of the Sergeant on duty that 
his name was Robert Thomas, that he was 18 
years old and that he lived in East Fifty -fifth 
street, between Second and Third avenue; 
he could not remember the number, he said. 
Young Thomas was searched, but nothing 
was foundinany of his pockets. Then he 
was locked up until morning ina cell at the 
station, The revolver, when ex- 
amined, was found have six 
chambers, three of which were 
loaded. The other chambers were empty. 
Noempty shells were there, nor were any 
other cartridges found. Young Thomas was 
taken to court this morning to be arraigned 
before Police Justice Voorhis. Ticket-seller 
Kehoe was present to prosecute him, and 
told his story ofthe midnight attack in de- 
tall. After Kehoe had finished, Justice 
Voortiis turned to the prisoner and said: 
„Well, young man, give me your story of 
how this happened.’’

„came here two weeks ago from St. Louis. 
Ieame here tostudyart. Ispent all of my 
money. I could get no work. I was starv- 
ing. Ithought I could bluff one of those 
ticket-selling chapsand get enough money 
to pay my way back home.

Then young Thomas, looking very little 
like the bold robber from the wild West he 
had thought he was a few hours before, was 
| red off to a cell in the Essex Market Prison. 

THOMAS’ STORY. 

To a reporter of the WorRLD and the Post- 
DIsPATCH Thomas told the following story: 

My parents are dead, he said, in a voice 
choked with emotlon. They were Ger- 
mans. They lived in st. Louis. I was eda- 
cated in the common schools In that city and 
later attended the art school, whereI studied 
to become an artist In lithograph work, I 
afterwards gota situation with the litho- 


graphing firm of Woodward & Tiernan and 
received $8 per week. In June last I 
was discharged because of dull business. 
They gave me an excellent recommendation. 
Icould not get work in St. Louis and 801 
came to New York. I arrived here two weeks 
ago with $20 in my pocket. I hired a room on 
Fifty-fifth street, between Second and Third 
avenues. My landlady’s name was Mrs. 
Hirsch. I paid 51.75 a week forthe room. I 
then started outto look for work. Armed 
with my letter of recommendation I went to 
all the prominent lithographers, but found 
novacancy. A weekago l went tothe Na- 
tional Labor Agency and they guaranteed to 
get me employment on payment of $3. I 
paid them the money, almostall I had, and 
they sent me to various places, but in none 
of them could I obtain employment. 

The last place they sent me to was the 
Hotel Winthrop on Seventh avenue and One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth street. The peo- 
ple there laughed at me when they saw me, 
and said they wanted a colored hall boy at $8 
aweek. ‘Then give it to me;’ I begged. 
I'll be the colored hall boy, Ih work ire a 
slave if you will only give me the chance.’ 
My appeal was vain. From there I went toa 
Mr. Jones, who has a confectionery store on 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street, be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth avenues. I begged 
him for work, but while sympathizing with 
me he said he couldn’t use me. I then went 
back tothe laboragency and demanded the 
return of my $3. They declined to return it, 
saying that they had fulfilled their contract, 

Iwas in despair. I was without a penny 
Icrosged town to Third avenue, umped 
aboard a Third avenue car and told the con- 
ductor of my plight. He was good enough to 
let me ride down town for nothing. 1 then 
went to Mr. Ottmann’s lithographing estab- 
lishment in the Puck Building, determined it 
Isaw him to tell him of my condition, I 
found it was impossible to see him, but his 
representative assured me that there would 
be no use of my going to see him, as there 
was no vacancy. 


HIS CRIME, 

**I bad formed the acquaintance of a young 
man named Emmett, who used to visit the 
house where I lodged. We woula spend our 
evenings together in the reading-room of 


Cooper Union. Emmett showed mea revol- 
ver, and I asked him for the loanofit. I 
don’t Know what posessed me to doit. 1 
suppose it was because I had never owned 
one. All day Friday Ihad eaten nothing ex- 
cepta dun in the early morning. I spent 
Friday evening in the reading-room of 
Cooper Union. At lo o’clock the place was 
closed, and I went out intothe street. I was 
footsore from walking all and 
almost starved with hunger. In voluntarily 
my thoughts reverted to my boyhood 
da 8, when my parents were alive, and I 
didn't Know what it was to want for a morsel 
of food. I mopped & Man inthe shadow of 
one of the big hotels and asked for 5 cents 
with which to buy a bow! of coffee. He an- 
swered me withacurse. Humiliated and my 
spirit utterly crushed, I went up the steps of 
the elevated station to ask the ticket agent 
to let me ride to wm lodgings. The idea of 
committing a robbery never entered my 
mind. As I entered the station 1 saw the 
seller counting up

get a little of this money?’ I thought, ‘and 
get something to eat.’

HE WAS SECRETARY OF THE LABORERS’ 
BENEVOLENT UNION NO. 1 


Collected Insurance Due the Family of 
Fatriok Gravy, Whom He Represented 
as Deed—Charged With Highway Rob- 
bery— General Police News. 


Last evening Maj. Harrigan received a 
telegram from the Chief of Police of Seran- 
ton, Pa., to the effect that Thomas Sheridan 
was under arrest there. Sheridan is very 
badly wanted in this city by the members of 
the. St. Louis Laborers’ Benevolent 
Protective Union No. 1. It issaid that on 
last Sept. 18, Sheridan, who was 
Financial Secretary of the union, forged the 
names of President Daniel Kelly and the Sec- 
retary and Treasurer for $100. The money, 
accordingtothe alleged fraudulent order, 
was to be devoted to the heirs of Patrick 
Gravy, a member of the union who was 
‘‘dead.’*" The money, it is said, was 
paid out to Sheridan and the 
following day Gravy turned up aslive as 
ever at his home on Second and Biddle 
streets.

HOW THE 


The Pcst-Diepatch Collected the Evidence 
for Low 1! Putnam’s Relatives. 

Jules Wallace was one of those ill weeds 
that grow apace. He was of the raak growth 
which is not seriously retarded by the 
scythe, for the more he was cut 
down the more vigorous was dis after vege- 
tation. He was an evil which peeded to be 
uprooted, and it requireda strong and skill- 
ful hand to disiodge him, so firmly 
had he imbedded himself in the 
credulity of the superstitious, which 
was his soll.

hold by the revolting practices of a villian. 
According to this writer Wallace had 
brought a member of her family to ruin and 
she begged the siayor to ‘‘rid the city of this 
Vile spiritualist.’’ 

Mayor Walbridge gave the letter to the 
representatives of the press, and the Post- 
DISPATCH saw in it the basis of operations. 
As the name of the writer was not given and 
the fact of the presence of the young man 
allujed to was not admitted at St. Vin- 
cent’s, owing toa desire on the l Of his 
relatives to escape publicity, it was 
something of a task to run the 
matter down and gather the shocking details 
ofthe calamity that had so briefly been out- 
lined ty the mayor’s correspondent. But the 
reporters were not long in accomplishing it, 
andon Sunday morning’ last, the day after 
the receipt of the communication, the 
PosT-DisPaTCH laid before its read- 
ers the entire story. The victim 
was ascertained to be Lowell Put- 
nam, a rowlsing; young music teacher, 
who resided with his aged father and 
mother and several sisters and brothers at 
1152 Leonard avenue. He had been the main 
support of the family and was the idol of the 
other members of it. He had plenty of 
pupils, was bright and popular, and had 
managed to lay up quite a sum of money 
from his business receipts. In an evil mo- 
ment he had formed the acquaintance of Jules 
Wallace,the alleged medium,and had become 
interested in bis pretensions to supernatural 
power. From that time on Wallace exer- 
Cised a remarkable influence upon him, and 
by the yo. ng man’s own confession made 
him do whatever he saw fit to require. From 
the moment of forming this unfortunate al 
liance Putnam was lost to bis relatives. He 
was almost constantly in the company of 
Wallace, and when not actually with him 
tal ed and thought only of him. He neglected 
bis puplis, became distrait and often de- 
jected. A few wee«s sulficed to reduce him 
to a physical condition that was in marked 
contrast with his formerly bust health. 
W ith his strength of body went bis soundness 
of mind. There was left but a shadow where 
there had once been a man and a blank 
where there haa been a mind. In auditionto 
this physical and moral wreck, Putnam had 
suffered the loss of his money, ho trace of 
which could be found by his relations. He 
could give no lucid account of what had be- 
fallen him, but in his . let fall many 
things that severely reflected upon tie moral 
character of Wallace and confirmed the 
stories of his habits, which had been com- 
mon talk in the neighborbood in which he 
residea.

Mr. Sherman expressed the hope 
Senators in the majority would make some 
such provision as the one he had read, He 
feared that in a little while the people would 
findthat by the repeal of the purchasin 
ciause of the Sherman act the root of the evi 
had not been removed. The Secretary of the 
Treasury wil) probably not find it necessary

spondent stated positively that the War 
Minister wished toresign bis portfolio and 
his resignation would be accepted by thie 
Emperor. Shortly afterwards when the 
‘matter was in abeyance but not altered, the 
correspondent’s statement was contra- 
dicted by other papers, The correspondent, 
however, maintained all through that the 
War Minister’s term of office was virtually at 
anend and even went so far as to fore- 
shadow several names on which the choice 
ofthe Emperor would probably fall. Among 
them was that of Gen. Bronsart von Sehel- 
lendorf. The hints given to your Berlin cor- 
respondent at that early date by a personage 
in immediate contact with the court and 
official circles have turned out true in every 
detail. 

The presentation of Ambassador Runyon to 
the Emperor on Thursday was guite an im- 
posing ceremonial. The party was ushered 
in by the Court Marshal, the Emperor enter- 
ing froman adjoining room. Mr. Runyon 
gaid to your correspondent to-day that the 
Emperor gave him a conversation of over a 
quarter of an hour. After the formal cere- 
mony he expressed among other things his 
great pleasure thatthe German exhibits in 
Chicago had been so satisfactory. Gen. 
Runyon added: The Emperor spoke 
throughout in English. He speaks with an 
exactness rarely to be found among foreign- 
ers. He was extremely cordial in his con- 
versation with me. 

‘The gambling trials in Hanover this weék 
have attracted attention not only of the 
army but of peoplein general.

MISTAKEN SENTIMENTALITY. 


Vivisection Proh'bited in a Charter fora 
New We sh Untversity. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

In the charter of the Welsh university 
which is at present before the English Par- 
liament there is a clause expressly forbid - 
ding the practice of vivisection in the School 
of Medicine which is proposed, under the 
charter, to be established at Cardiff. This 
probibition was demanded by the Marquis of 
Bute asan essential condition of his assist- 
ance in endowing the university. 

Vivisection is especiully and actively op- 

osed in England by Her Highness Queen 
fictoria, by Dr. Lawson Tate of Birwing- 
ham,andthe arquis of Bute, whoisone of 
the Vice-Presidents of the Anti-Vivisection 
Society of Great Britain. 

In Germany itis alsoopposed by the Em- 
press Dowager, Victoria, the mother of Em- 
peror William, and by Prince Bismarck. 

In America Robert J. Ingersoll is an 
especial champion in opposing vivisection. 

In this list of distinguished people one may 
notice how lacking are tie man whose opin- 
fonson the subject are worth listening to. 


Queens and empresses may be all very well, 


and marquises may have money enough to 
endow colleges without Knowing the differ- 
ence between a scientific investigation anda 
mere act of brutality. 

The most humane scientists long ago gave 
up opposition to vivisection. The good re- 
suits obtained already, though the localiza. 
tion of brain function is very, very far from 
complete, are so appreciable that one may 
see with half an eye what great benefits will 
come to man when the work shall be finished, 

Mr. Victor Horsiey of England is a young 
man, scarcely more than 30 years of age, but

He has ...€@ted many of the functional cen- 
ters of the brain, and his knowledge of cer - 
tain localities in the brain is so accurate that 
hecan make a monkey perform numerous 
acts while under the influence of an ane 
thetic by touching various spots with an 
electric needle. 

There was acongress of scientists in Ber- 
lin not long ago and Mr. Horsley demon- 
strated before it the results of his experi- 


ments. 

He ehloroformed a monkey and removed a 
portion of theskull. ‘Inen, witha dainty 
needle conveyin«u a distinct current of elec- 
tricity, he touched firstone spot and then 
another and as he did: the unconscious 
monkey moved his arm and placed his hand 
against his side and then moved his fingers 
and scratched himself with alia monkey’s 
naturainess. Mr. Horsley then made him 
wipe his mouth with his hand and perform 
other acts obedient to nis will, 

Of course the monkey knew not an in- 
stant’s pain from the beginning of the opera- 
tion to the end, when benign chloroform 
sent him to sleep with other good monkeys 
who have given up their lives to benefit 


man. 

The sentimentalists will not see any good 
inalithis. The fact that oneis experiment- 
ing with a live animal overcomes all other 
considerations in their sympathetic minds. 
Buta brief experience in a surgical hospital 
will show that the vivisectionist has made 
his place, and that gratitude, not ignominy, 
is his fate. 

Nowadays men are found insane whose 
symptoms indicate that there is some me- 
chanical disturbance of the brain functions. 
Aninjury to theskull has, perhaps, left a 
small point pressing on the brain, or else 
there is a tumor, somewhere; but where? Be- 
fore the vivisectionists’ day no one could 
tell. Now the physician observes closely the 
symptoms, finds that the patient differs trom 
a normal man in that he has lost the power 
ot speech or hearing, or he cannot control 
his right arm or his ieft leg. And 
when he sees Ss he knows where 
the trouble within the skull is located. 
Mr. Victor Horsiey knows what spot on the 
monkey’s brain he touched when he wanted 
to make the fingers move to scratch, and so, 
arguing back, if he observed that a monkey 
had lost the pews. of moving his fingers to 
scratch himeelf he would know what spot on 
the brain was disturbed in its functions. 
Locating in this manner the trouble, the sur- 
geon chioroforms his patient, lifts tite 
scalp and cuts out a neat button just over 
the injured spot, removes the tumor or the 
jagged splinter of bone, closes the wound 
and restores the man to sound health and 
mentality. 

This is not theory, m is practice. It has 
been done in St. Louis twice within three 
weeks, and two héalthy men with healthy 
minds will resume their 2 4— instead 
vu! dying in insane asyiums, all |.ecause of thee 
vivisectionist, Had he not done his work, 
no neurologist however capable could teil to- 
day whether a brain tumor was on the right 
or left side of the head, top or bottom, front 
or vack, and the operation which is now 
done frequently a successfully would be 
im possibie.

The Czar’s Signifleant Message to the 
French President, 


EVERYWHERE THE RUSSIAN GUESTS 
WERE HAILED AS BROTHERS 


Eventhe Ex-Galley Slave, President of 
the Paris Council, Bowed Down Before 
the Czar’s Eailors—Grand Duke Sergius’ 
Greeting to Carnot—Probable Object of 
This Latest Move of the Mubcovite. 


PaRIs, Oct. 28.—The Russian fetes, which 
have kept all the main thoroughfares 
of this city congested and the people who 
thronged them wildly joyful, are being pro. 
longed in this radical country, extending 
from Lyonsto Toulon. Before starting for 
Toulon, President Carnot was visited by 
Ozar Alexander's brothers, the Grand Dukes 
Sergius, Governor of Moscow, and Paul, The 
Grand Dukes had been instructed by tele. 
graph from the Czar when at Armstadt, after 
returning from visiting Queen Victoria at 
Balmoral to rome to Paris, and call straight- 
away at the Elysee, and express to the Presi- 
Gent the heartfelt thanks of the Czar and 
Czarina at the magnificent, marvelous, as. 
toundingly splendid and cordial receptions 
which had been given to the Russian squad 
ron at Toulon and to those of its officers who 
came to Paris, 

As the Russian ships are preparing to turn 
their prows seaward it may safely be said 
that nowhere in the history of alienation has 
there been such a demonstration of sympa- 
thy and universal enthusiasm as was dis 
played herein Paris, at Lyons and at Mar- 
sellles upon the occasion of the visits of 
these cities of the guests of the French na- 


tion, 
THE CZAR’S MESSAGE. 

As a graceful ending to all this enthusiasm 
displayed by the French people toward their 
allies of Russia it is announced this morning 
that President Carnot, previous to’ his de- 
parture from this seaport on his way back to 
Paris, was handed the following telegram 
from the Czar: 

GATCHINA, Oct. 27, 18938. 

At the moment of the depar ure of the Russian 
squadron from France, Iam particularly desirous of 
expressing te yeu how deeply touched and gratified 
lam atthe warm aud splendid reeeption my sailors 
have met within ali parts while on Freneh soil. 
This is evidence of the keen sympathy which has 
onee more been displaved witk so much eloquence 
and willadda fresh link to those uniting the two 
countries and will, 1 hope, contribute ‘o the 
strengthening of the general peace, the object of 
their most constant endeavors and wishes. 

ALEXANDER. 

Admiral Avellan had reported to his im. 
perial Majesty that he would be overpowered 
with the spectacular beauty ofythe fetes, with 
the generosity of the people, with the life, 
iliuminations, flower throwing, feasting, 
presents and magnetism of thecity which 
had demonstrated its feelings so cordially 
towards the Russiens. In acknowledgment 
of such hospitality the Czar instructed the 
Grand Dukes to throw into their @xpressions 
of thanks all the amlability and grace which 
a proper discharge of their mission would 
require. 

THE GRAND DUKE’S WORDS. 

** Judge,’’ said Grand Duke Sergius, at the 
Palaise de L’Elysee, ‘‘what our happiness 
must be, to be charged to convey the sen- 
timents of his imperial majesty. They ac- 
cord with our own and with those of the 
whole Russian people. Russia and France 
are now indissolubly united in a current of 
sympathy—the strongest two great nations 
have ever known.’’ 

Of course there is exaggeration in the form 
and substance in this assertion, but there is 
a great deal of truth behind it. 

President Carnot responded with trans- 
parent joy and called on the Grand Dukes 
directiy they returned to their hotel, and 
then started for Toulon, taking with 
him, the Foreign, Home and Navy Ministers, 
with M. Humbert, President of the Municipal 
Council, who was for twenty years a con- 
demned Communistin the Toulon galleys, 
with tron chains riveted on his legs. But 
Humbert is now President of the Town 
Council of Paris, is full of his oon impor- 
tance and has lost no chance to show himself 
acourtier of the potentate who Keeps the 
prisons ana mines of Siberia filled with 
political proscripts. 

M. ttumbert behaved as though the Rus- 
sians were not merely allies, but saviors. 
He is many inches taller in his own estima. 
tion since he was able to bear- lead 
Admiral Avellan and the fifty officers he 
brought here. The attitude of 
the Persident of the Municli- 
pal Council perhaps might justi one in 
saying that the red Republican of to-day is 
the reactionist. of “morrow and that 
patriotism like charity is a mantie, and, in 
this instance was used to cloak inconsisten.- 
cy, bred of vanity and courtier-like in- 
stancts. 

Mostof M. Humbert’s fellow town council- 
ors kept pace with him and poured out the 
public money like water on civic festivities 
made at the cost of the tax payers. The 
handsome gifts made to Admiral Avellan and 
his officers at the ball previous to their de- 
parture from Paris was the final effort of 
iestivity as it was admitted that ladies 
moved by patriotic ardor, can with pro- 
priety, ask Russian naval officers to danca 
with and embrace them. 


KISSING AND EMBRACING.

Prince Henry of Orleans, nephew of the 
Com fe de Paris, has written a long anti-En- 
gliish article on the Siamese question, to 
prove at this particular time that he 18 as 
patriotic as an ordinary Frenchman. He 
has traveled a great dealin Africa and Asia. 
The Prince’s newspaper style may be indi- 
cated by the fact that he makes the word 
‘*no’’ a paragraph by itself. In several 
places Eng land is quietly pushing forward 
negotiations, even during the Franco-Rus- 
sian fetes, for the delimitation. of 
the frontiers of a buffer state de- 
tween Burmah, Siam and the French 
possessions. The English claim is that their 
state was ceded to Siam by tngland on con- 
dition that she should not re- cede it to any 
one else. Prince i:enry says England never 
had any right to cede it, and that it is prop- 
erly part of France’s spoils in her recent 
Siamese grab. A Siumese prince nearly re- 
lated to the King has arrived heretoact in 
concert with the British in delimiting the 
northern frontier of Siam. Austin Lee, a 
secretary ofthe British Embassy here, was 
in consultation with Lord Roseberry yester- 
day on the same subject and returned to 
Paris last night. 

Ihere has been an exchange of telegrams 
of congratulation during the late fetes be- 
tween De Boisdeffre, Chief of the French 
General's staff, and the highest Russian mill- 
tary officers. Both look forward cheerfully 
to co-operating in the field. Inthis connec- 
tion an incident which an En- 
giishman well known in Paris 
tells your correspondent, is interesting. He 
Knew the late Gen. Miribel, Gen. Bolsdeffre’s 
n Miribel was a very busy man, 

ut one day the Englishman met him on the 
boulevard, and the General sat and talked 
with him three hours Inthe Cafe de ia Paix. 
It was during the ex-Empress Frederick’s 
visit to Paris in 1889. She came to promote 
8 ana invite French artists to ex- 
hibit at Berlin, but an anti-Gerwan demon- 
stration resuited, and Europe wason the 
drink ofa general war. Astone thrown at 
the Empress’ carriage would have precipi- 
tated a conflict. The Gove ent was so 
nervous it neglected to give her the custom- 
ary honors when she went away, for that 
would have attracted the crowd’s attention 
to her. But it was really left in the Czar’s 
hands to decide whether there should be war 
or not. At the end ot three hoursa messen- 
ger handed Gen. Miribel a telegram. 

‘*This is Russia's decision, that there shall 
be no war, he said to his companions, ‘‘In 
case ofa decision for war it would have been 
Kept secret as long as — 2 and I thought 
it safer to await t ision here rx: to 
a foreigner than to have awaited it in the 
Ministry of War.“

Villegagnon displayed the 
signal of distress several times, but no atten- 
tion was paid to it. Over 200 cannon dalls 
were throwr Into the fort. The fleet was in 
the inner bay out of range.

30. Launches have fired on the Gloria livht 
and other ints having deen bombarded 
from Cabras Isiand and others contrary to 
the agreement with the foreign equadron.

THIEVES IN HOTELS, 


Detectives Have to Keep a Sharp Look: 
out for Crooks. 
Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. | 
There is no end tothe plans which sneak 
thieves lay to rob hotels and their guests,’’ 
said a hotel detective toa SUNDAY Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter. They come in the guise of 
district messenger boys and under pretense 
of having a message get up-stairs hoping to 
find some room open. Thenthey will come 


in the uniform of one of the large dry goods 
houses, with a parcel which must be paid for 
at the room. There is not much of this, iow: 
ever, as formerly. The rule of most hotels 
forbids a messenger of any kind from going 
up-stairs unless the occupant of the room 
has previously given orders for his admit- 
tance to that floor, 

„Stil, there are other ways by which 
thieves gain access to the rooms Ore at least, 
tothe halls. This danger is guarded against 
by the presence in every ballof a chamber- 
maid, whots continually on the alert. In 
this hotel lendeavor to make every employe 
a detective. 

‘*A short while ago Inoticed two men on 
the office floor. After a while I caught a 
signal from the elevator boy and nhastene i to 
thecar. Thetwo men I had noticed were 
passengers. Not a word was said, 2 
the elevator boy called out the floors all the 
way up. We reached the topof the house 
and then the boy sald to them, ‘What room 
aie you looking for?’ One of them answered, 
Mr. Hamliton, room 14.’ 

Nov there is no room 14 in the house, and 
Idi not believe there was a guest named 
Hamilton stopping with us. It only took a 
moment to drop them to the basement and 
fire them out through a side entrance with- 
out disturbance or noise. A creok when he 
is cornered never gives you trouble, never 
answers back, swallows every insult. He is 
only too glad to get out of it. One day aman 
came in here and registered the name of a 

rominent politician, He was very particu- 
ar about the room he was to have. He said 
his wife was coming in the evening with the 
trunks, and he wanted her room ready for 
her. He acted as though he was worth a 
million. Shortly afterwards he disappeared 
with a common bedsp: ead. 

„Then there are the fellows who come in, 

ay their bills for a week or two, generally 

check. ‘Ihe checks turn out all rivht once 
or twice, but thethird, and invariably the 
largest, is returned with ‘no funds’ stamped 
upon it. In the meantime the jumper has 
jum ped well out of reach. 

“It is astonishing how mach trouble crooks 
weill take on the chance of making a rich 
haul. They willfind out the names of rich 
people stopping at hotels and study their 
habits, and watch them as carefully and as 
zealously as thev themselves are watched ty 
the police. A woman with diamonds is sure 
to have more than one pair of eyes upon 
her, and they hang about her hotel, if the 
dare, hoping for a chance—a stroke of luc 
to give them what they covet.’’ 

‘We are not troubled much by outsiders,’’ 
said the detective of one of the new hotels 
up-town. ost of my trouble has been 
with employes. Of course l investigate the 
character and antecedents of every one who 
istakenon here, but the opportuniiies and 
temptations which confront themin some 
cases prove too much for them to withstand, 
Not long agolcaughta bell-bov. I was sus- 
picious of him, not so much because of any- 
thing he had done, but because of the chances 
he had, 

„e was on at night, and was a great 
favorit'e with geatlemen guests. You know 
son etimes gentiemfen go out tobalis and 
parties and come in pretty well fixed up. 
Well, this boy always took them up-s'airs. 
They wanted him and nooneelse. Of course 
he had every chance to nip a bill out of a 
Vest ag be hung it up, or a diamond scarf-pin 
from the cushion onthe bureau. The other 
boys got jealous or him, and at last, froma 
word or tao they let drop, I discovered that 
this lad had a good many keys. vol got him 
into the ma ager's room and told him he 
had false keys. He gave right up, and 
handed outa bunch of keys anda pin which 
had been reported lost the day before.“ 

„Sometimes articles of value are mislaid 
and the owners declare they have been 
stolen. Espectally is this so of women. They 
pick something up, put it down, forget 
where they put itand then swear they have 
been robbed, Why, I reme uber a woman 
who came on here from Cleveland, She ar- 
rived in the evening, and the next morning 
came sweeping down the stairs—the elevator 
was not fast enough. She ralsed a ros and 
upset the whoie hotel about her jewel Case, 
She wanted a detective at once—she must 
ha ve somebody arrested. Iwassent for. I 
did my best, but could not getaclew, Soon 
I noticed a slight hesitation about the 
woman as she answered my questions. 

„At last Isald: ‘Are you sure you “brought 
your jewel case with you?’ 

‘**\ell, I declare, said she, 
didn’t.’ 

„A dispatch from Cleveland proved she 
had left the case on her dressing-taBle at 
home, 

Last winter a woman and her husband 
walked up to the desk, called the clerk aside 
and demanded the arrest of the chamber- 
maid on their floor. ‘Ihe wife had lost a pair 
of valuable diamond earrings and the hus- 
band was sure that they had been stolen be- 
cause his wife was always so methodical, 
The chambermaid had been with us for eight 
l ordered the room searched. There 
Was no trace of the earrings. 

THE CRAMBERMAID WEEPING. 


The woman went on ata great rate, while 
the poor cuhambermall was crying at the end 
ofthe hall. Iordered the bed taken down, 
Ihe mattress was removed and then the 
woven wire spring bed beneath. This was 
stood on endinone corer, and there, hang. 
ing to the spring, sparkling in the light, were 
the great stones. It turned out that the 
woman had put the earrings on the foot- 
b ard as she was getting ready for bed. Ihey 
were dislodged and had Caught, as they fell, 
in the wire bed. 

As soon as they were discovered the hus- 
band turned on his wife and began berating 
her for raising such a disturbance, saying it 
was all her fault, and she should never have 
accused any one of robbery until she was 
sure, which I thought was rie, considering 
his own action in the matter. The wife gave 
him back as good as he sent. 

In the old and well- established hotels the 
servants for the most part are honest. Two 
or three years ago a lady with her maids and 
children were j;assing through the city on 
her way to Florida or Southern Georgia. She 
stopped here over night, and the next night 
took the sleeper for her long Journey. When 
she reached her destination two cases were 
missing from her bag. One contained a pair 
of valuable diamond earrings and the other 
a diamond crescent, a ring and other jeweis, 
She Was positive they must bave been lost 
during the journey. 

„months alterwards her mother came 
to this hotel, and the clerk asked for her 
daughter’s ress, saying be had a: ticles of 
value belonging to her. The jewels had been 
found by the chambermaid and turned in to 
the office. There was a case Of honesty, for 
she could have kept them, and the Pullman

Abide by It, However, and a Lively 


: Now Is Promised in Font Ball Circles 


~The Local Situation—Cycle and Gen- 
eral Eporting Gossip. 


New York, Oct. 28.—It was not much ot a 
Surprise that at last night’s meeting of the 
Intér-Collegiate Foot Ball association, Yale, 
Princeton and Wesleyan combined against 
the University of Pennsylvania and voted to 
repeal the undergraduate rule and substi- 
tute thie amendment, which really ruins the 
Pennsylvania team: 

No man shall be eligible forthe team of 
any college ofthe association, who is not 
pursuing a bona fide course requiring atten- 
dance on recitation or lectures of at least six 
hours a week. If a graduate, he shall 
be pursuing a study. If an under- 
graduate and not pursuing a 
course for a degree he shall not be allowed to 
play during his first year in college. 

Second, Any man who has attended lec- 
tures or recitations in any other cdllege shall 
not bé eligibie for the team of any college in 
this association unless he de a regular mem- 
ber of the freshman academic or scientific 
Class, or until he has spent one year of rest - 
dent study in that college, and has passed 
satisfactory examinations upon a tour - 
years’ course. 

Third. Noman shall play more than four 
years on any team in the association. 

Four k. Two weeks before each game of this 
association the two captains shall submit to 
each other a list of thirty players, from 
which bis team shall be chosen. If either 
captain has any oojections to make to any 
man om the list submitted to bim he shall 
submitthe protest within four days to the 
Advisory Committee and to the other cap- 
tain. The Advisory Committee shall have 
power to deci le on the eligibility of a player, 
and shaliconsiderthe protest submitted to 
them within forty-eight hours after its re- 
ceipt. Either captain may submit a farther 
list of four players and shall consider tle 
protest submitted tothem within forty-eight 
hours after its receipt, either captain may 
submit a further list of four players no later 
than five days before the game.

Effect of Indictments Found by en Ar- 
kenses Grand- Jury for Profanity.

Wrest PLaiIns, Mo., Oct. 28.—The act of a 
late Grand-ju:y of Baxter County, Ark., in 
indicting about sixty persons for swearing is 
causing considerable comment, andthe out- 
come is looked forward to with interest. 
From the time the morning stars sang to- 
gether the people of Raxter county and their 
ancestors have ‘‘cussed’’ right and left, with 
never a thought of the hereafter, and the 


action of the Grand- jury ig utterly demoral- 
izing them and spreading consternation 


among the ungodly. 

The Gran:i-jury had no favorites in grind- 
ing out its grist. Among the alleged Yiola- 
lators of the antique law are said to be Capt. 
B. F. Bodenhamer, a prominent merehant 
and school director of Mountain Home; J. 
T. Wootton, llveryman; W. H. Wilson, Con- 
stable and (ity Marshal; Joseph Crunkleton, 
miler; James Littlefield, a money-lender 
and broker; John T. Baker, merchant; J. E. 
Jordan and numerous other prominent citi- 
zens Whose names could not be o tained, 
These men nad been laboring under the im- 
pression that they were privileged to ‘‘cuss” 
whenever and wherever they wished, and 
the action of the jury gave them a shock 
from which they have not recovered, Moun- 
tain Home is the county seat of Baxter 
County and the Athens of North Arkansas.

Probable Effect of the Reaction on Specu- 
lative Properties—Improvement Cer- 
tain to Follow—Repeal of the Sherman 
Lew—The lmportation of Gold Bas Be- 
gun-—Cotton Movement in Full Swing. 


| New York, Oct. 28.—Once tn a decade or so 
Wall street is confronted with radical 
changes in the situation. As a rule the 
changes come either at the bottom dip of a 


Jong depression or when a wild speculation 


has advanced prices beyond reason to a 
dangerous height. Itis very seldom, how- 
ever, and almost unprecedented in Wall 
street history that in one week there should 
be Crowded such events and all working to 
one end as have occurred this week. Two of 
these are of the utmost theoretical and sen- 
timental importance, while the third has 
nearly invariably proved a helping factor in 
all periods of active speculation. The first 
two are the victory won by the friends of su. 
ver purchase repeal at Washington and the 
removal of the Lackawanna from its always 
threatening position in the trunk line situa- 
tion and in the anthracite coal industry. 
The third is the beginning of importations or 
gold. 

Good judges of financial conditions aha 
men who do not allow themselvestobe car- 
ried away by enthusiasm, donot nesitate to 
compare in importance the first as ranking 
with the resumption of specie payments by 
the Government in 1879, and the second as 
the most important railway readjustment 
since the West Shore change of control in 
1885. Both of these events were sufficient at 
the time to turn a long period of depression 
and stagnation into times of buoyancy and 
activity, There were then, as now, a low 
average of prices as the basis of arise, and 
while in 1879, which furnished Wall. Street’s 
high water period of prosperity, there was a 
bountiful crop to help things along, in 1893 
there is a country fourteen years older and 
immeasurably greater, more powerful 
and more wealthy. It is doubtful, in case 
the factors could be weighed with exact- 
ness, which side would tipthe scale. It is 
likely that there will be urged against this 
view, the fact that the country is passing 
through a period of great depression, and in 
fact the panic is scarcely over. That is true, 
but Wail street started ina year ago to dis- 
count such conditions, and by July 26, which 
was loan day, the prices of securities rep- 
resented not their values but merely the 
necessities of their holders, 

Again, it is now clear the panic of 18938 will 
go down into history as a sentimental panic. 
The country was affrighted, not with what 
was present, but with what was imminent, 
namely, a silver basis for the national cur- 
rency. Besides this there was the compara- 
tive crop failure and may be other depress- 
ing factors, allof which have found expres- 
Sion in Wallstreet. Having rioted in reada- 
justing values to such conditions, it is not 
surprising that the speculative community 
should now see only the other side of the 
shield and Insist that the times have changed 
and that there is a nee! of anew order of 
things and a new readjustment of values. It 
does not seem likely that the constructive 
forces in the financial situation are from 
now on goingto have an uninterrupted ca- 
reer, nor is it at all likely or well that prices 
should begin skyrocketing, but just as most 
persons by this time have perceived 
that the panic is over and that 
the country is still here and doing 
business as usual, so it seems as reasonable 
to anticipate a very much improved securi- 
tles market, both as to its 
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The stock market’s detailed history for the 
week has been the uneventful one of a steady 
rise in prices, Such setbacks as occurred 
hardly rank as reactions, and it would not 
be surprising if one should occur. If it 
does and when it does it will be a good thing 
for the market. Uninterrupted advances. 
are unhealthy and not to be expected. Few 
stocks can be picked out which have distin- 
guished themselves more than their feliows, 
and, indeed, an increased interest in stocks 
long neglected has been a feature of the 
speculation, The bon market has kept well 
along, both in strength and activity, -with 
the stock list. Another health ul sign in the 
situation has been the fact that the specula- 
tion has been steadily growing in the railway 
list, and while the wild fluctuations in the 
industrial stocks endear them to the room 
trader the outside interest Inthe market ap- 
prose to be more concentrated in what may 

s called the legitimate list. 

Wall street has been a most cheerfal place 

the past ten days. ‘ommission houses, with 
a long period of unprofitable busine-s be- 
hind them, are now getting orders to buy 
and sell and earnings are beulnning to run 
ahead of the expense account. fe ig the 
more pleasant hen to be able to say the out - 
look is brighter than it has been for a long 
period of years. ‘Thestock market has in it 
changed conditions which justify a changed 
market and a readjustment of prices. Wall 
street iives on these Changes and is unhappy 
only when the market gets into a rut and 
stays there, 


EFFECT OF THE SENATE’S ACTION, 
New York, Oct. 28.—The Evening Post says 
financially: There was a rather general 


feeling yesterday that the stock market had 
over discounted the prospects for repeal. 
To-day’s market pre ty clearly proved the 
contrary. So far fromamarket over con- 
et vie bought by every trader on the ex- 
ectation of a vote, it appears that there had 
on heavy selling on the rise from vague 
suspicions that trouble might even yet re- 
turn. Such speculators found their calcula- 
tions tadly upset by yesterday’s late vote on 
the Peffer resolution, the first actual trial of 
strength under a enate roll call. This hap- 
pened’ over night, and indeed too many 
guick developments have come about 
tween the market’s close and opening 
to make inviting ventures based on 
theories of new obstruction, Not less 
siznificant than the vote against free coinage 
was the mournful speech of the silver party’s 
leader, in which defeat was formally con- 
fesse l, with gloomy predictions as to its con- 
sequence. This upshot of the whole nizht’s 
work was that speculators forthe decline in 
the market of the last few days were eaver 
buyers to-day. They covered their contracts 
only at a further advance of startling rapid 
ity. Buying from other quarters, chiefly 
still professional, stimulated the market 
further, and notwithstanding one or two 
perfectly logical individual reactions, the 
highest prices were generally scored up to 
the close. 

A week ago to-day the eieht or nine millions 
gain in bank reserves meant nothing buta 
larger heap of money with few.rea ty to use 
it in legitimate trade. Had the Senate deal. 
loe lasted longer there would have followed 
only a further piling up of idle funds with a 
further shrinking away of enterprise and 
hope. How much of lasting mischief the 
long delay has worked on general trade It is 
even now hardto say. something has cer 
tainly been lost. The plans abandoned eariy 
in september cannot in all cases be résumed 
at October’s close.

He Thinks the Windy City Cen 80 
Stopped in the Federal Courts From 
Draining Its Filth Where It Will Af- 
fect ths Public Health of Another City

At the meeting of the Board of Health to be 
held next Thursday, City Chemist Teichman 
expects to presents his analysis of the speci- 
mens.of water he obtained a week ago from 
points above and below the mouthof the 
Illinois River,into which Chicago proposes to 
drain her mammoth sewage canal. These 
analysesare expected to show the state to 
which the water is polluted at present when 
oniy a part of the sewage is drained into it— 
but from them an idea can be formed ot the 
wholesale contammation whieh will take 
place when all of the filth from the windy 
city is turned into the Mississippi. 
Dr. Homan, Health Commissioner, who 
has inaugurated a bitter war against the 
successful completion of the canal, received 
yesterday several communications on the 
subjectand among them one from Maj.

Delegate O’Brien’s Method for Control - 
ling Disreputable Houses, 


BILL HE WILL INTRODUCE WHEN THE 
ASSEMBLY MEETS

Down- Toon Territory Set Aside as the 
Section in Which Places of This 
Chatacter Can Be Located — Mr. 
O’Brien Says Such Legisiation Is 
Necessary. 


| Re Muntelpal Assembly will convene in 
regular séssion on Tuesday evening next at 7 
o’cloek. 

Theré will be a number of intéresting bills 
introduced in the way of reform, and prom- 
ment among them is one by Delegate Wiliam 
H. O’Briea. 

It is an ordinance to restrict the dfsreputa- 
ble women of the city to a limited district, 
and to impose a heavy fine and punishment 
on all those who ply their calling beyond the 
boundaries of this district. The followingis 
an outline of the proposed ordinance: 

An ordinance governing and preseribing certain 
limits in which houses of lil-fame, assignation and 
other immoral resorts shall be allowed to exist is 
the city of Ss. Louis. 

Sec.1 Frem and after the approval ef this erdi- 

mance no house of ill-fame or assignation or other 
immoral resort shall be permitted to exist outside 
the territory herein preseribed, to-wit: Commenc- 

ling at the north line of Chouteau avenue, thence 

northwardly along the west side of the ievee to 
Franklin avenue: thence westwardly along the 

south side of Frasklin avenue to Twelfth street: 

thence southwardly along the east line of Twelfth 
street to Chouteau avenue; thence eastwardly along 
the north line of Choateau avenue tothe piace of 
beginniag. 

Bec, 2. Any person or persons carrying on or con- 
dacting a resert as heretofore mentioned outside 
the limits herein preseribed shal! be deemed gullty 
ofa misdemeasor and shall be fined in a sum not ex- 
ceeding $500,. or by imprisonment in the Work- 
house, or both at the discretion of the court. Every 
violation of the ordinanee shall be deemed à sepa- 
rate and distinct offense. 

Sec. 8. From the hour of 6a. m. to 7 p. m. no in- 
mate of said houses of ili-fame, or assignation or 
other immoral resorts shall beallowed on the pub- 
lic streets or to appear at windows arrayed in attire 
a allure or corrupt pubiic morals. 

The fine for the offense is $1000r imprison- 
ment or both. 

pec. 4. No person shall rent, let or demise a 
house or any part thereof for the purpose of beinz 
used as a house ofill-fame, assignation, te., outside 
the district hereinbefore designated in sec. 1 of 
this ordinance. 

The penalty for a violation of this section 
is the same as prescribed in sec. 2. 


OPPOSITION TO IT EXPECTED. 

Mr. O’Brien, in speaking of this new bill, 
said: ‘*I have been urged for some time past 
by anumber of clergymen to introduce an 
ordinance which would confine the women 


of thecity to a limited district. There will 
be considerable opposition to it, I know, and 
that mostly from unexpected quarters.’’

POLITICS IN DEMOCRACY. 


The Syndicate Government of American 
Cities. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-Dispatcn. 

When Plato explained that the reason why 
wisdom was so little sought was because the. 
wise had it and the unv ise did not know its 
value he was deeused of talking platitudes, 
because the explanation was so quickly un- 
Gerstood by the Bearer that he was conscious 
of no men tal effort in accepting it and sup- 
pased the thought had always been in his 


own and ihererybody’s mind. 

This is a very serious handicap upon the 
Clear thingcer acute reasoner. The 
reader lays aside the book, which he thinks 
but the reflex of hisown mind, thinking that 
the author has mot added to the stock of 
knowledge, and Wishing that he had. It 
is only when the reader doubts, questions, 
investigates and finds the book true that he 

ives the author credit for good work. It is 

rom the book that is attacked and can stand 
the attack that reputation comes to a writer, 
rather than from a book when the thought Is 
so clear and the facts so apparent as to be 
accepted without question, 

This handicap 1s one under which Mr. 
Daniel Greenleaf ompson labors in his 
**Politics in a Pernspcracy,’’ published this 
week by Long@ians,@reen & Co. Few men 
who lay it down a a careful reading will 
give the author e for having done more 
than put their oughts into print and 
logical order. 42 — will think it adds 
nothing to what is Hiready known, but here 
and there one with a keener sight will recog- 
nize that it is a new and exceedingly clever 
dissection of the American body politic. 
Mr. Thompson ts an acute pyschological and 
sociological thinker, with the power of pre- 
senting truthin sucha way as to cause in- 
stantaneous recognition; and this faculty he 
has turned upon a matter of practical poli- 
tics—the government of cities—in a manner 
to * men hope when they sorely need it. 

The author traces the evolution of party 
and its specialization of function, the homo 
genous from the heterogenous, until the pro- 
fessional politician appears and we find in 
citiesa governing syndicate, a well organ- 
ized body controlled like a basiness-house 
and established on the commercial principle 
of undertaking the government of a city ash 
matter of business. The syndicate will do 
the municipal government work, and to that 
end filland control the ofices:for what the 
people weill let them msnde.“ 

One-third of the book is devoted to 
special analysis of the Tammany Hall syndl- 
cate which governs New Tork, thi¢ being 
taken a type of tre uot nearly perfect 
syndicate idea of city goveri.ment, and it is 
in this section that the writer may look for 
attack, if any is made, Having shown that 
the syndicate government is inevitable at 
—— in great cities, being a part of the 

emocratic evolution; that those who wish 
to eradicate it are kicking against the 
pricks, and that they must wait for 
the change to come in its own good time, 
he balances the eévil and the good in 
Tammany—vieweda merely as a business cor- 
poration for the government of the city 
alone—declaring that there can be no es- 
cape from one syndicate by crganizing an- 
other out of the same or similar people, and 
that the constant tendencyis tobetter govern- 
ment. The actions of such a syndicate 
must be judged not by an absolute but bya 
relative standard, he says. It the ideal 
is not attained, it is perfectly relevant to in- 
quire, Who can do better?’ ’* 

But Mr. Greenleaf has a very solemn warn- 
ing forthe dangersto democtacy when the 
syndicate meddles with State affairs, die- 
tating legislation or controlling the votes of 
the city members. It destrmys the inde- 
pendent sovereignty ofthe Legislature within 
its sphere and threatens the foundation of 
State government.’’ To use Bis own words: 
‘*Better the lobby with its possibilities of 
corruption of individuals than a set of mem- 
bers upon whose souls rests no sense of per- 
sonal responsibility to the people as law- 
makers. 

In discussing the question of ‘‘remedies 
and ultimate tendencies,’’ theauthor says: 

If politics has become a matte: of barter anu 
trade, if office ve but he spoils of the victor, if the 
best men eschew political life, if wealth and leisure 
concern themselves little with the affairs of the 
nation, if the Astors **bave no 4 interests in 

ew York’’—this condition of things is not symp- 
tomatic of mortal disease. It is naasies and not the 
plague. Itseems tome that to thecareful observer 
it must appear that every day the socia! organism is 
on the whole becoming more soidified, and the 
power of disintegrating forces is grewing less. The 
fact that so much is endured that fs seen to he bad, 
and endured without materially affecting the 
general happisess and prosperity.isthe strongest 
kind of proof of the truth of these stasements. 
When a perilis scented, how quickly people of this 
Class of voters bestir themselves! 

When the domination of monarchy and aristecracy 
is overthrown there is confusion asd disorder from 
the removal of restraint, sometime issuing in the 
most dreadful crimes and tremendaus catastrophes. 
But, if it be true, and I think it Is, nat the cure for 
the evils of liberty is more liberty,the need of in- 
dividual security after a little whib becomes pera- 
mount, even in the minds of people having only a 
modetate amount of intelligence. Hence is pro- 
duced a restraint upon conduct more and more 
effective as affairs settle themselves. Then, Uf the 
idea of the common liberty become thoroughly per- 
vasive, the necessity for government grows less. As 
soviety improves, public functions becotne of infe- 
rior importance, and, if the idea involved in the 
true conceptien of democracy ever be realized, gov- 
ernment will disappear aitogether. The celestial

In conclusion the author has this to say: 

From the foregoing observations, the true polit- 
ical philosophy would seem to be to maintain as 
an Ideal a State wherein there «ne Government 
whatever; and to the end of its realization to cur- 
tall and restrict the operations of Government 
wherever and whenever possibie, instead of seeking 
to enlarge its — For my ¢wn part, I believe 
the lines of practical effort at present to lie in the 
dtreetion of abolishing a8 fast as itis safe todo so 
all legisiation for the benefit of yart:cular individu- 
als or classes of persons, to reduco to its minimum, 
State or municipal interference with personal liberty 
and to insist with increasing stritgeney that officials 
are publie servants, to be held tothe same standards 
of duty as any private employes to the employer. 

Mr. Thomson has good reasons to give for

WASTE ABOARD BIG SHIPS. 


Forks, Knives and Dishes, Table Linen 
and China Cast Into the Sea. 

A man came over on the big Cunarder 
Campania last trip who, being ot an inquir- 
ing turn of mind, used his eyes and ears to 
good advantage all the way, and he ex- 
pressed toa reporter the most unqualified 
amazement atthe constant wholesale waste 
of valuable material. 

„ don’t think so much of the stewards’ 
selling saloon fare to the steerage,’’ he said, 


**because the food would be thrown over- 
board anyway, andthe stewards, or ‘flunk- 
les,’ as the seamen call them, may well make 
something off it if they can. Their pay is 
small, so the transaction results in sub- 
stantial benefit to them. A great many per- 
sons come Over in the steerage because they 
don’tcare what their accommodations are 
so long as they get good food 
retty sure of being ableto buy that from 
he stewards. Of course, it isn’t the square 
thing to do; but what I wondered the most at 
was the utter disregard for the ship’s outfit. 
For instance, a steward would take down 
to the steerage a dozen dishes and plates of 
choice food, in a large bucket, carefully 
covered, so the contents would not be seen. 
Of course the bucket contained silver forks, 
spoons, Knives, and very often silver vege- 
table and dessert dishes and individual 
chocolate and coffee pots. When the food 
was eaten the china and silver went back 
to the bucket and the whole business was 
uletly dropped into the refuse chute and 
down intothe sea! l’ve * as many as 
ten buckets taken down b same num- 
ber of stewards three an oar times a day 
throughout a trip. and in everg case the 
crockery, silverware and bucket went over- 
board.

Well, sec. 11, art. XVI. of the charter 
says: 

‘If any officer of thecity * * * shall in 
his official capacity or under color of his

AS TO LETTING CONTRACTS. 

The section of the charter providing for the 
letting of contracts is as follows: 

Sec. 27, Art. 6 The Board of Public Improve- 
ments shall, in all cases exceptincase of necessary 
repairs requiring prompt attention, prepare and 
submit the assem'ly estimates of costs of any 
proposed work, and, under che direetion ef the or- 
dinance, shall advertise for bids as provided for 
purehase by the Cemmissioner of Supplies, and let 
out said work by contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder, subject to the approval of the Council, Ary 
other mode of letting out work shall be heid as ile- 
ral and void. And no contract shall be made 
under this section without a bond for its faithful per- 
formance with at least two sufficient sureties. 

It was under the first clause of this section 
that the work was taken out ofthe hands of 
the Bullaing Commissioner and placed in 
those of the President of the Board of Public 
Improvements. The board had the matter 
before it for more than a yearand then con- 
cluded that an ‘‘emergency’’ existed, Mr.

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NERV’S REVOLUTION. 


Official Reperts on It From the Mexican 
War Minister. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Mexico, Oct. 28.—The re- 
ports published throughout Mexico that the 
forces of Gen. Canuto Neri,the revolutionary 
leader, have had several encounters with 
federal forces are unfounded. According to 
official reports just received by the War De- 
partment Gen. Neri is now in the mountains 
of Guerrero and has with him about two 
hundred followers. 

The Secretary of War has presented a re- 
port to the National Congress on the revolu- 
tion. The report is composed of several doc- 
uments, the first in order being a telegram 
from Gov. Montellano, dated Oct. 8, giving 
advice ofthe uprising and stating that he 
did not write on account of the unsecurity of 
the road. 

The second document confirmed the first 
advices, with the addition that Gen. Neri 
had imprisoned the police of Tochipala. 

The third pa per is from the Prefect of the 
District of Hidalgo Iguala, giving advice of 
the uprising and stating the measures taken 
to prevent its spread. 

The fourth document is from Chilpancing, 
dated Oct. 12, and communicating the con- 
tents of the manifesto dated Oct. 6, issued in 
Mescala and already known to the readers of 
this paper. 

The fifth paper is a long telegram from 
Neri, addressed tothe President of the Re- 
public, wherein he protests that the move- 
ment is purely local and personal against 
Montellano, the Governor of Guerrero; that 
he (Neri) wishes to abide by the laws and is 
ready to dissolve his forces and present him- 
self in Mexico to explain matters. 

The concluding part of the report repeats 
that the movement is purely local; that the 
disposable troops have deen so located as to 
isolate Neri; thatuptodate no engagement 
has taken place, and that the movement is 
confined to the municipality of Mescala. 

A dispatch was received here to-day stat- 
ing that a mutiny occurred among a detach- 
ment of federal troops stationed at Sacre- 
ficios Island, near Vera Oruz, yesterday. 
Two Lieutenants and a Sergeant were Killed. 
The mutiny was quelled by troops sent to the 
scene from Vera Cruz. All ot the offenders 
were arrested and will be court-martiale d.

Notwithstanding this, the opportunity to de- 
ceive will be greatand will not be readily 
detected, What will be gained by the pur- 
chaser beyond a mere sentimentality is bard 
to see, and if this is all that can be said in its 
favor the soonerthe Christian religion can 
make it known that it will not welcome such 
unnecessary links in its chain of evidence of 
any of its ceremonies the better it will be 
ableto identify itself with the reasonable 
side of its existence. Any sort of resigna. 
tion or even parleying with sentimentality in 
religion, which once was well encouraged 
and made it oppressively superstitious, can 
never appeal to an enlightened Christian 
mind of to-day. It is just this which has 
given the opponents of Christian belief a 
freedom of assault. 

There is no herm in making such importa- 
tions of water from the Jordan and without 
duty, ifneed be, but what may be evolved 
out of its use and misconstrued asto its ef- 
fects no one can tell, and how much demand 
there will for such an article ts a mere 
matter of conjecture. But even it it should 
become a fad, it will be the introduction 
intoa Christian sacrament of what must 
sooner or later be replaced with some other 
eccentricity, till the traffic with the holy 
land multiplies upon a gratification of a mere 
sentimentality that mustever and anon be 
eliminated from the Christian religion that 
its best and most attractive side may be left 
unburdened with any accessions which are 
of no consequence ta its life and none at all 
to its significance,

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A RELIGIOUS CANVASS 


How It Will Be Made *his Week—Ralig- 
icus News. l 

In the office of the St. Louis Sunday - school 
Union on the third floor of the Laclede Build - 
ingalarge mapofthe city is hanging upon 
the wail, on which the entire area has been 
marked out with a blue pencil into eighty- 
one separate districts, and yesterday a force 
ofclerks were at work arranging by this 
map the preliminaries for the house-to-house 
canvass by the Sunday-school forces, which 
will be made on Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday of this week, 

This taking of a religious census is a St. 


Louis idea which has been successfully car- 


ried on during the past three years, It has 
for its purpose the securing of the 
names of the unconverted; locating the 
members of the various denominations; and 
the names of children not in the Sundcay- 
schools. Atthe first canvass 800 volunteer 
visitors did the work, making 44,440 visits 
and returning the names and status of 192,000 
persons. At the second canvass 1,265 volun- 
teer visitors made 58,800 visits and returned 
the names and religious status of 220,000 per- 
sons. This year there will be 2,000 volunteer 
visitors and the canvass will be more 
thoroughly and systematically made than 
ever before, past experience having enabled 
the workers to be more effective in their 
duties. 

At the Sunday-School Convention which 
was held here a few weeks ago it was found 
that Missouri held frst rank in all the States 
ofthe Union for its thorough organization 
for Sunday-school work and that 50 per cent 
of the children of school age in the city of St. 
Louls were under religious iastruction, The 
report of the House-to- House Visitation Com - 
mittee was received with great favor by the 
convention and the announcement that the 
idea. would be extended throughout the 115 
organised counties in the State was loudly 
applauded, Some of the English, Canadian 
and Scotch delegates deciared their intention 
of utilizing the idea on their return to their 
homes, 

During the first canvass some opposition 
was encountered by the enumerators, but a 
little tact on their part largely overcame the 
objections of the people they called upon. 
Sunday-school ple say that they are not 
promrees by curious or meddlesome motives.

tween caliber, powder and weight of ball 
makes it the best. The recoilisleast with a 
full charge; the accuracy is greatest, and it 
is effective ata longer range than any other 
caliber. The front sight should be beaded, 
but serviceable; the rear sight open, but ad-

justable to elevation and wind. Only so 
much powder should be used as will give the 
best results. 

For target use up to fifteen yards, six 
grains of fine powderand a round ball; up 
to fifty yards, fifteen grains and a conical 
dall. Beyond fifty yards, I use my .38-.44 
twenty grains of powder and a conical bul- 
let weighing 146 grains. The range of such a 
revolver with serviceable accuracy is 200 
yards, but I have reachedthe target at 500 
yards. This is a degree of efficiency greater 
than that ot many rifles used in our civil 


war. 
Having chosen his weapon and ammuani- 
nition the beginner should learn how to 
stand and hold tue revolver. Both are best 
shown by illustrations, in all of which the 
revolver is cocked ready to fire. 
The body should be balanced equally on 
each foot, slightiy facing the target, and the 
arm held perfectly straight out, The arm 
should never be bent. The hand grasps the 
revolver bigh on the butt, with the thump 
Moll around tothe inside and straight, and 
the trigger finger entirely free. This throws 
the work of holding the revolver wh on 
the three outer Angers. The abject ofthis 


position of the hand is to get the barrel in an 
exact line with the arm when extended, 
thus bringing the target, the sights and y 
in one line, This position glso minimizes the 
effect of trembling and rotatinw the arm. 
The weapon being properly aimed, it should 
be held there, and the trigger very gently 
and steadily pees The mind should for- 
get the possibility of an explosion, and the 
whole attention devoted to holding the sights 
of the revolver inexactly the proper position 
on the target. 

Above all things should the shooter keep up 
a steady pressure with the trigger finger,and 
on no account should he yield to the tempta- 
tion to add just a little more force suddenly. 
The technical terms expressing these quali- 
fications are good holder’’ and ‘‘good trig- 
ger bull.

Marie, or as she was 
called, Manon, was born’M: 18, 1784. She 
was consumed with a passion for reading, 
and before herilith year she had devoured 
The Lives of the Saints, ’’ the Civil Wars 
of Appias,’’ a work on the Turkish theater, 
a treatise on contracts, another on heraldry, 
besides Tasso, ‘“relemaque,’’ ‘*Oandide’ 
and **Plutarch. She received a convent edu- 
cation, but she showed remarkable inde- 
pendence in her judgments, comparisons 
and criticisms, having flung duthgrity over- 
bo very early, beginning with 
religion. Her husband, Roland 
de la Platiere, was inspector of manufact- 
ures at Amiens at the time of their marriage 
and was a noted commercial writer. The 
couple were carried alongin the philosoph- 
ical and political tide which overwhelmed 
the Bourbons, and Mme. Roland, by her 
charms and accomplishments, had much 
influence with the political sections of the 
Constitutional Assembly. When the Giron- 
dins came into power in 1792 Roland was 
appointed Minister ofthe Interior, and his 
wite’s salon became the rendezvous for their 
party. But the excesses of the Com- 
mune and the Mountain forced Roland from 
office, Jan. 22, 1793, and in May he was 
obliged to flee to escape arrest. Mme. 
Roland was imprisoned and was condemned 
to death on Nov. 8 of the same year, as 
author and accomplice in a conspiracy 
against the security and indivisibility of the 
republicand against the liberty and safety 
of the French people.’’ She rode to her 
death, past the home of her childhood. up- 
right and calm—her eyes shining, her color 
fresh and brilliant—a smile on her lips, try- 
ing to cheer her companlon, a man over- 
pe yg by the terror of approaching 
eath.’
